Upland’s Past 


In order to get a true perspective 
of the past of Upland, one must go 
clear back to where one begins to 
look forward, and the past of Up- 
land begins, for me at least, in that 
prehistoric time when I was a child 
in Ontario, and even further back 
when my parents started to Califor- 
nia with six children, ranging from 
a baby in arms to 14 years. Travel- 
ing was not the luxurious affair it is 
now, Imagine, if you can, starting 
out with six children, bedding, food 
and clothes enough for eight people, 
on a trip of ten days to California’ 
The seats were not even upholstered 
and were stationary. At night, 
boards were placed across the seats 
and the beds made up. My impres- 
sions of the journey as a very small 
child were the awful snow-banks 
around the depot in Marengo, Iowa, 
the all-devouring headlight on the 
engine (our train left at 4 o'clock 
in the morning), with the smoke- 
stack belching black smoke; the In- 
dians who came right on the train 
to sell bead work, etc., and which 
were a source of fright to small chil- 
dren, and the most acute impression 
of all of sitting between my oldest 
brother and my father, sucking a 


lemon to keep from being  car-sick, 
and I’m not even sure that it was a 


California lemon, at that. 

On arrival in Los Angeles in the 
early morning hours, our beds were 
spread on the depot floor, where we 
slept the sleep of those who have 
reached the promised land. 
Thirty-seven years ago we arrived 
in Los Angeles where we stayed un- 
tii my father built us a home in On- 
tario, for even then there was a 
shortage of houses. 

The Ontario of my early remem- 
brance as we came on the Southern 
Pacific (the only railroad through 
this section at the time) was one of 
dust and sagebrush. A few groves 
were planted, the trees on Euclid 
avenue were small ‘and it was dif- 
ficult to tell whether one should go 
north or south to get home. As I 
very well remember, I was sent to 
the general merchandise store on the 
corner of Euclid and A street, run 
by D. T. Jones, and which still stands 


on the southeast corner, to get some 
groceries. Philo (the son) and I 
started out with the wheelbarrow 


loaded with groceries and first I 
started him up Euclid avenue and 
then I started him down, but finally 
decided we lived north. Besides the 
general merchandise store, there were 
a few homes, built of wide boards, 
battened down, and built so flimsily 
that many were blown down, the 
real estate office, standing yet above 
the Southern Pacific, the Ontario 
Hotel, and Chaffey College. 

My first remembrance of Upland, 
first called Magnolia, then North On 
tario, was several years later, for i 
was allowed to come up to the 
North Cntario packing house to cut 
apricots for which we were paid 8c 
a box and the boxes were consider- 
ably larger then than they are now. 


At that time the town was below the 
Santa Fe on what was called the 
Oakley & Clubine subdivision. The 
grocery store was run by Rivers 
Bros. in the old Sourwine building, 
-and “Tune” Fulkerson had a _ hard- 


ware next to it. The postoffice was 


just below the Santa Fe on the 
west side of Second and the post- 
master was “Pat” Gargan, who be- 
gan his duties during Cleveland’s 
first administration. “Pat” was as 


Irish as you might. suspect he was, 
from his name.

No, they were not sent up, because 
they were put in a “cooler” over- 
night, but were unguarded and broke 
This is the first 
robbrey that I have any knowledge 
of as happening in Upland. 


My impression of the streets of 

Upland are most acute. I pushed our 
large baby buggy (rubber tires were 
unknown then, remember), with our 
two oldest children in it from a 
block below the Santa Fe to the cor- 
ner above where we are now living 
several times a week. Two blocks of 
sidewalk, and the rest Just road, with 
two furrows for wagon wheels. At 
the corner where the Commercial 
Bank now stands, a road catercorner- 
ed off to join Tenth street on its way 
to Cucamonga. Where our home 
‘now stands, a road catercornered off 
to Euclid and‘ Eleventh. When we 
fenced the lot the for tne safety of 
our children (the meat wagon was 
the only vehicle that went by) a 
crime was committed because we had 
closed a road, 


Second avenue in those early days 
had many small homes built along 
the street, and could be likened to 
Eleventh street as it now stands, 
with the exception of the paved road. 
Any one buying above Tenth street 
in those days was considered as buy- 
ing away OUT, and doubts of the 
purchaser’s sanity were heard. 

On the main street were found 
Tillepaugh’s grocery store, Leonard & 
Wheeler's dry goods, Mrs. Galloway's 
millinery store, the livery stable,

The Lemon Growers Exchange was 
organized in 1893 with Chas. E. Har- 
wood as president. “The Valley Mir- 
ror’ was the first paper printed in 
Upland, the first issue coming out 
June ist, 1895. The first editor was 
Ira D. Slotter. The paper was later 
leased by M. G. Swan, then bought 


by a Mr. Swanton. In June, 1901, 
the name was changed to North On- 
tario News by the late W. C. West- 


land, who purchased it from Mr. 
Swanton, combing the North Ontario 
News with The Sentinel, another pa- 
per which had a short life. In 1903 
Mrs. E. L. Westland and son took 
possession and in 1910 W. E, West- 
land bought out his mother’s inter- 
ests. The North Ontario News lived 
but a mhonth when the name 
changed to Upland News even 
fore Upland was incorporated. A fire 
department was organized in 1907 
with Gordon C. Day as chief. A hose 
cart and five hundred feet of hose 
composed the equipment. In 1910 the 
present department was organized 
with F. H Manker as chief. The 
first fire was at Blodgett’s drug store 
In 1904 or 1905 the Woman‘s Literary 
Club was organized. Later the name 
was changed to Upland Woman's 
Club. Mrs. Barlow and Miss Palmer
